Norway Life 
During Nazi 
Regime Told

A letter from her niece in 
Norway brought to Mrs. Char 
les Field of 1004 Amapola ave. 
ind her daughter, Mrs. A. H. 

Silligo, their first news of fami 
ly members during the five 
years of Norway's German occu­ 
pation. Excerpts from the letter 
folio'

"I wish you could have been 
here to see and hear the rejoii 
ing when the first Allied troops 
landed after the capitulation! 
We have gone through many 
dark days. Mother and father, 
like so many people in Norway 
today, arc much too slim be­ 
cause they have not had eonugh 
food thanks to the many thous 
ands of "tourists" who attacked 
ind occupied Norway and 
Dropriated almost everything in 
t. Here in this country where 

we used to have such fine fish- 
we have not had any proper 
fish only the rubbish the Ger­ 
mans did not want themselves.' 
- She continues: "I shall never 
forget last May 8 when we 
earned of the German capitula­ 

tion. The church bells all start­ 
ed ringing, flags were hoisted 
and suddenly three allied planes 
bearing terms of capitulation 
swept down over the city and 
landed at the airport."

In conclusion, she comments: 
'It is, a grand feeling just to 
ralk about in the streets with- 
iut fear of being stopped and 

to open the door when the bell 
rings without expecting a visit 
rom the gcstapo."
